Another flagrant intervention of the mili­ 
tary into foreign policy was when eleven gen­ 
erals secretly went up to Congress and urged 
a $100,000,000 loan to dictator Franco of Spain 
—despite the fact that their commander-in- 
chief in the White House had ruled against 
such a loan. 
President Truman was icy cool with his 
secretary of defense when he heard of this. 
Unsmiling, he turned to Louey Johnson in 
cabinet meeting and snapped: “And I don't 
want any more trips by you or your generals 
to Congress regarding a loan to Franco.” 
Generals W ant War 
The two public crackdowns were aimed 
directly at MacArthur, and indirectly at John­ 
son through his secretary of the navy. 
Ac­ 
tually, Secretary Matthews is a sincere, ideal­ 
istic. lovable person. 
The top lay Catholic in 
the United States, and neither the State De­ 
partment nor the White House wanted to hit 
him personally. 
However, the statement by a cabinet of­ 
ficer in favor of a preventive war, it was de­ 
cided, had to be disavowed publicly. 
For it 
played directly into the hands of European 
propagandists, 
already 
partly 
successful 
in 
branding us as warmongers. 
Another reason 
for the crackdown was 
that General Orvil Anderson, commander of 
the Air W ar College, at Maxwell Air Base. 
Montgomery, Ala., has been staging a series of 
lectures in which a preventive w ar is urged 
openly. 
One of the distinguished speakers at the 
Air War College 
has 
been 
Father 
Edmund 
Walsh of Georgetown university, a friend of 
Secretary Matthews, who voiced 
almost the 
same preventive w ar idea as Matthews. 
Another earlier speaker at the air college 
was Brig. Gen, S. D. Grubbs, former com­ 
m ander at Maxwell, who, in an address before 
a civilian group in Montgomery during the 
Berlin blockade, urged an ultimatum to Rus­ 
sia that if the blockade was not lifted in .36 
hours, we should declare war. 
General Maxwell himself, speaking some 
time ago before the Kiwanis club at Mont­ 
gomery, indicated that he favored immediate 
vv'ar with Ru.ssia: and there has been concrete 
evidence that the general follows a deliberate 
program at the air college aimed to indoctrinate 
students with the idea of an immediate attack. 
All these matters have been reported to 
the White House from time to time; and as

NOTE 1—If the United States follow^ed the

A group of farsighted senators, 
led by Brien McMahon of Connecticut, have in­ 
ti oduced a resolution calling for a disarmament 
conference to show the world that we would 
reduce armament if Russia would do the same. 
While they have no great illusions that Russia 
would reduce, they feel it important to keep 
hi.« peaceful goal before the world.

Look in your 
local telephone book to .« ee if there's one m 
your town. It should be listed as “Social Se­ 
curity Field Office.” Or it should be so listed 
under “U. S. Government,” 
If there is no Social Security Field Office in 
your city, ask at your local Post Office for the 
office of the closest place where you can get 
information. Y'our local Post Office will also 
have available application 
blanks for Social 
Security cards and numbers. 
If you are eligible for Social Security bene­ 
fits and if you don’t have a card and number, 
apply for one. If you 
o n ce had a card and lost 
it, apply for a duplicate, if you were on.c 
employed on a job covered by Social Security 
then changed to a job not covered, and are now 
eligible for coverage under the law. make sure 
that you still have your old card, or apply for 
a duplicate. It is important to you that you 
get the same number that vou had before.
